Thursday Evening 

On Thursday evening, April 28th, 
Dr. Charles H. Herty, internationally 
known for his work at the Herty Foun- 
dation Laboratory, will address the 
members and guests on “The Utiliza- 
tion of Southern Pine,” in the Main Ball 
Room of the Hotel DeSoto. This meet- 
ing will be the occasion of the Fifth 
Joseph W. Richards Memorial Lecture, 
and will be open to the public. 

Dr. Herty, one of the nation’s fore- 
most chemists, has been a pioneer in 
investigating new industrial uses for the 
vast pine forests of the Southern states. 
He has demonstrated that all forms of 
white paper and pulps for rayon and 
cellophane can be made from Southern 
pine and has opened up the possibility 
that the paper industry, which has 
largely moved out of the country into 
Canada with the depletion of the North- 
ern forests, may return to this country 
by way of the South. 

Dr. Ralph H. McKee of Columbia 
University will introduce Dr. Herty. 
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Following the lecture by Dr. Herty, 
members and guests will leave the Har- 
ris Street entrance of the Hotel DeSoto 
for a boat trip on the historic Savannah 
River. The boat leaves from the Beau- 
fort-Savannah Line Dock at the foot of 
Abercorn Street. This trip will take 


members and guests around the harbor 
and then proceed down the river to the 
bell buoy, which is just across the Bar 
in the Atlantic Ocean, marking the en- 
trance to the Savannah Harbor. Partici- 
pation in this boat trip will be by ticket, 
purchased at the Registration Desk for 
$1.00 each, which will include refresh- 


ments, entertainment, and dancing. 


Friday Evening 

The annual Dinner-Dance of the So- 
ciety is scheduled for Friday evening, 
April 29th, in the Main Ball Room.

At 3:30 
p.m., the group will continue on to the 
Union Bag and Paper Corporation, 
which is one of the largest sulfate pulp 
and paper mills in the world, employing 
more than a thousand persons and man- 
ufacturing twelve million bags daily. 


On Friday afternoon, at 2 p.m., buses 
and cars leaving the Harris Street en- 
trance of the Hotel DeSoto will take 
members and guests to Dr. Herty’s far- 


famed Herty Foundation Laboratory, 
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where the investigations of the possibil- 
ities of slash pine in making paper pulp 
have led to Savannah's keen interest 
and development in this industry. From 
Dr. Herty’s laboratory, the group will 
proceed to the plant of the Reliance 
Fertilizer Company, which is represen- 
tative of one of Savannah's foremost 
industries; and to the Savannah Sugar 
Refining Corporation, with its melting 
capacity of 2,500,000 pounds of raw 
sugar daily.
